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Board of Fiscal Matters 
to review misuse of funds

Monday, Nov. 30, is the last 
day applications for 
admission to Sacramento 
State College to be accepted, 
according to Duane L 
Anderson, director of 
Admissions and Records. All 
eligible students who apply 
prior to Nov. 30 will be 
admitted Graduate 
applications wil continue to 
be open until departments 
have filled exist.ng vacancies 
However, students applying 
after Nov. 30 will be unable 
to register in January 

New students will receive 
academic advisement between 
Nov. 30 and Dec. 17 in 
accordance with scheduled 
department major advising 
days. Since not all new 
students will be able to come 
to SSC in December, advising 
will also be available for them 
during registration week Jan 
4-9 and Feb. 8-12 for late 
registrants 


student body president Joe Hay stated 
there would be no more misuse rf 
athictic funds as may have occurred in 
past years at SSC. It appeared that this 
was not the case at the meeting of the 
ASSSC Board of Fiscal Matters (BOFM) 
last Friday 

As a result of that meeting. the Green 
Forces, journalistic arm of Alternative 
Education, began an investigation into 
the matter. The problem began when 
Cross Country Track Coach Cliff Abel 
and several members of the cross country 
team made an unauthorized trip to the 
NCAA College Division Championship 
Meet in Wheaton, Illinois. Dr. C.R. Boyes, 
4a member of the Athletic Board, sent a 
letter to Dr. John Krier, chairman of the 
Board of Fiscal Matters, requesting that 
Coach Abel be reimbursed $654 from the 
Athictic Reserve for this unauthorized 
trip 

Last Friday the BOFM met and made 
two findings on the request: (1) the 
expenditure had been totally 
unauthorized and (2) even if the coach 
had gone through proper channels, the 
BOFM would not have authorized the 
funds because our participation in the 
meet would have been of insufficient 
value to SSC 

Shortly before the vote, student body 
vice-president Chuck Buchanan and 
student senate chairman George Raya 
both made statements that there should 
be no reimbursement to Coach Abel 
because the funds would not have been 
authorized by the BOFM even if they had 
been properly requested 

In the voting, however, student senator 
Joel Hessing and Dean Donald Bailey 
voted in favor. Chairman John Krier 
having just spoken out against such 
expenditures, proceeded to vote in favor 
of reambursement 

Feeling that the BOFM had fallen into 
disrepute on the matter, the Green Forces 
contacted Senator Hessing yesterday At 
that time, Hessing stated that as a result

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)| Education or politics: issue 
of Smoot re-hiring case

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Smoot. as well as Kathryn Holwein and 
John Priv was hired two years ago a @ 
lecturer on a temporary of non 
appointment that wa newable for thre 
years. Now that the appoimtment 
almost ov Smoot, Holwein and Price 
have reapplied for nversion from 
temporary to continual appointment 
appointment, the 
applicants had to pass certain criteria that 
reviewed by the seven-man 
Executive Committee of the English 
Department. They were considered on 
student and faculty evaluations as well as 
completion of doctorate Using this 
criteria, the committee decided to 
reinstate Holwein and Price, but not 
Smoot 

The decision then went to the individual 
members of the department who, because 
of the decision by the committee was 
negative, could vote for Smoot’s hiring of 
non-hiring To be hired Smoot had to 
pass with 60% approval He fell short by 
1.6 votes 

The department 
however, and allowed five 
members to vote on Smoot's 
appointment . They should not have been 
allowed to vote. Re-voting has now taken 
place and will be completed by 3 p.m 
today, at which time Smoot will be 
notified of the decision 

The denial of appointment to Smoot has 
been considered by a good many students 
as a “rip-off.” They are confused as to 
the decision to hire Price and Holwein 
Some have accused the English 
Department of “playing politics.” They 
can find no justifiable grounds for the 
non-appointment. Smoot is extremely 
well-liked by the majority of his students 
who find him an innovative lecturer 
‘Smoot has completed two chapters of 
his dissertatiom as planned,” said one 
student. “His students think he is 
excellent. What more matters’” 

Vernon T. Hornbach

WASHINGTON (AP) The Selective Service 
System said today a man in this year's draft pool may 
drop his deferment anytime up to midnight Dec. 31 
and be considered |-A for all of 1970 

He just has to make sure his application to his 
draft board is postmarked before that deadline 

Thus, a deferred man holding a high number from 
the draft lottery of last December can wait until he s 
sure his number is really safe even after his draft 
board has held its last meeting of the year-and then 
place himself in the 1970 draft pool 

That brief exposure would officially serve as his 
year of “prime” exposure to the draft and in his new 
1-A status he would slip into a less vulnerable 
category on Jan. 1, 1971 

The process would have that effect provided the 
appiation is submitted on time, even if the man’s 
local draft board does not formally reclassify him 
until sometime in 1971 


Today's announcement, however, does not apply 
to young men who drew numbers in the second 
lottery the one held last July. Their year of “prime” 
exposure to the draft will be 1971 if they are 1-A 
not 1970. And it is still unknown how high up the 
lottery scale the 1971 draft will reach. Selective 


Service has already set an upper limit of number 195 
as the biggest to be called in 1970

Psych building defended 


Le Corbusier, a distinguished French architect, argued that form 
should follow function. John Hollenback, in a recent commentary 
article, apparently wishes to return to the earlier romantic period in 
which buildings were planned with almost exclusive emphasis upon 
outside appearance 

Contrary to Mr. Hollenback’s report, the new psychology building 
will not be windowless. It is true that the three-story clement (now 
erected) is largely windowless, but the five-story element, only party 
erected, has nearly 300 windows. The reason for the difference lies in 
the functions assigned to the two elements. The three-story elements 
contains animal quarters, a surgery, a few laboratory classrooms, and 51 
individual research rooms. The five-story element is almost exclusively a 
classroom and faculty office element. In psychological demonstrations 
and experiments, it is desirable to be able to control stimuli impinging 
upon the subject: sounds, lights, etc. Such control is best accomplished 
in a windowless clement. Since Mr. Hollenback is so concerned with 
going “bigtime,” he will be reassured to learn that this approach has 
been followed in nearly all of the most recently constructed psychology 


buildings. including the one at the University of Wisconsin, one of the 
outstanding psychology departments in the country 
The tower that Mr. Hollenback objects to cannot be placed 


elsewhere because it houses the mechanical equipment for the elevators 
In order to function properly, it needs to be on top of the elevator 
shaft 

The building has a number of outstanding architectural feature 

I The cement blocks (especially cast for this building) provide an 
interesting textural variation and will require little or no maintenance 
im contrast to the many painted cement buildings present'y on campus 

2 All weight bearing walls are that internal 
remodeling of the building, as instructional needs change over the years, 
can be readily accomplished 

3 The shape and orientation of the five-story clement provides 
shading for the windows, eliminating the need for ugly metal overhangs 
as on the science building 


external walls, so 


4 The building will have attractive walk-through areas on the 
ground level similar to those in the art building 
5 The grounds will include several patio areas, raised planter beds 


and numerous benches providing attractive areas for students to gather 
between classes 
6 The building lobby and reception areas near the faculty offices 


will be provided with upholstered couches. Students will not be 


required to sit on the floor, as in so many of our current buildings 

If Mr. Hollenback will examine the building after it is completed, I 
suspect he may agree that the new psychology building is the most 
functional and most attractive building we have a credit to this, or any 
other, campus

Plunkett 
wins It 


NEW ORK (AP) Jim Plunkett 
Stanford's rifle-armed quarterback 
who is college football's all-time 
king of total offense and passing 
yardage, won the Heisman Trophy 
Tuesday as college football's 
outstanding performer of 1970 
Plunkett received a total of 
2,229 points from the 1,059 
electors in a battle as expected 
with two other highly-touted 
quarterbacks Joe Thiesmann of 
Notre Dame and Archie Mannine 
of Mississippi. Thiesmann was 
second with 1,410 points and 
Manning third with 849 

Plunkett, a 6-foot-3, 
204-pounder, is expected to be a 
top pro draft pick 

In 11 games this season he has 
passed for 2,715 yards and 18 
touchdowns. He ranks No. 2 
nationally in total offense with an 
average of 263.5 yards per game 

The voting is counted ona 3-2-1 
basis with Plunkett getting 510 
first-place votes, 285 sec nds and 
129 thirds. Thiesmann had 242 
firsts and Manning 138 firsts in 
the balloting conducted by the 
Downtown Athletic Club. 

Rounding out the first five were 
fullback Steve Worster of 
Texaswith 47 firsts and 398 
points and Rex Kern, Ohio State 
quarterback, with 17 firsts and 
188 points 

Plunkett will receive the award 
at the Downtown A.C.’s annual 
dinner Dec 3
